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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the amendments filed February 25, 2009. In the instant 
amendment, claims 50-52 have been amended. 

2. The object to the drawings is withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendments. 

3. Claims 2-37, 39-40, 43, 44-48, and 50-52 have been examined, and all remained 
pending claims are allowed (renumbered 1-47). 

Examiner's Amendments 

4. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 
CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee. 

5. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr. Paul Davis, Registration No. 29,294, on April 30, 2009 to obviate any 35 USC 
section 112 issues and put the claims in condition of allowance. 

IN THE CLAIMS: 

Claims 1 1 , 32, 39, 42, 50, 51 , and 52 have been amended as follows: 

Claim 11 (Currently Amended), 

Line 2, after "the at least one", insert - -imported- -; 

Claim 32 (Currently Amended), 

Line 2, after "the at least one", insert - -imported- -; 

Claim 39 (Currently Amended), 

Line 1 , after "the at least one", insert - -imported- -. 
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Claim 42 (Currently Amended), 

Lines 3-4, after "the at least one", insert - -imported- -. 

Claim 50 (Currently Amended), 

A method for transforming test cases that are converted from a source test script 
to an abstract representation and storing abstract representation of test cases into a 
database system [[data store]], comprising: 

[[storing test cases in abstract representations to generate test cases in any 
target environment script format to provide interoperability between automation tools 
and cross environment portability of test cases;]] 

importing at least one test case written in one or more scripting language; 

converting the at least one imported test case to an abstract representation using 
semantic analysis without changing or deleting an original test case of the at least one 
imported test case based on an application object model, the abstract representation 
having at least three separate components including an application state, external 
interaction sequences and input data, where the application object mode is a metadata 
representation for a modeling application under test and includes components selected 
from application object type definitions for application objects, attribute definitions for 
each application object type, definitions of methods and events that are supported by 
each application object type and definitions of effects of events on an application [[state 
and]] state; 

storing the abstract representation into [[a database]] the database system; and 
generating at least one platform-specific test script based on the abstract 
representation stored in the database system using a platform-specific mapping, the 
platform-specific mapping including a language mapping and an environmental 
[[mapping.]] mapping, the at least one platform-specific test script provides 
interoperability between automation tools and cross environment portability of the at 
least one imported test case . 
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Claim 51 (Currently Amended), 

A system for transforming test cases that are converted from a source test script 
to an abstract representation and storing abstract representation of test cases into a 
[[data store]] database system, comprising: 

a processor for importing test cases written in one or more scripting languages; 

[[a database for storing abstract representations;]] 

logic that converts [[the at least one]] at least one imported test case to an 
abstract representation using semantic analysis without changing or deleting an original 
test case of the at least one imported test case based on an application object model, 
the abstract representation including an application state, external interaction 
sequences and input data, where the application object model is a metadata 
representation for modeling application under test and includes components selected 
from application object type definitions for application objects, attribute definitions for 
each application object type, definitions of methods and events that are supported by 
each application object type and definitions of effects of events on an application state, 
storing the abstract representation into the database system, [[the logic generating]] 
logic that generates at least one platform-specific test script based on the abstract 
representation stored in the database system using a platform-specific mapping, the 
platform-specific mapping including a language mapping and an environmental 
mapping. 

Claim 52 (Currently Amended), 

A computer system for transforming test cases that are converted from a source 
test script to an abstract representation and storing abstract representation of test cases 
into a [[data store]] database system , comprising: 

a processor; 

[[a database for storing abstract representations;]] 

a memory coupled to the processor, the memory storing at least one test case 
written in one or more scripting language, the at least one test case that is converted to 
an abstract representation through semantic analysis without changing or deleting an 
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original test case of the at least one test case based on an application object model, the 
abstract representation including an application state, external interaction sequences 
and input data, where the application object model is a metadata representation for 
modeling application under test and includes components selected from application 
object type definitions for application objects, attribute definitions for each application 
object type, definitions of methods and events that are supported by each application 
object type and definitions of effects of events on an application state, the memory 
storing at least one platform-specific test script generated based on the abstract 
representation stored in the database system by use of a platform-specific mapping, the 
platform-specific mapping including a language mapping and an environmental 
mapping.

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Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

6. As Applicants pointed out in the Remarks, the prior art of record (Winrunner) does not 
disclose and/or fairly suggest at least claimed limitations recited in independent claim 
50 "...converting the at least one imported test case to an abstract representation using 
semantic analysis without changing or deleting an original test case of the at least one 
imported test case based on an application object model, the abstract representation 
having at least three separate components including an application state, external 
interaction sequences and input data, . . . and generating at least one platform-specific 
test script based on the abstract representation stored in the database using a platform- 
specific mapping, the platform-specific mapping including a language mapping and an 
environmental mapping" and similarly recited in such manners in other independent 
claims 51 and 52 (Remarks, pp. 10-12). 

These claimed limitations are not present in the prior art of record and would not 
have been obvious, thus all pending claims 2-37, 39-40, 43, 44-48, and 50-52 are 
allowed.
